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Levies urged to rescue area flood-control project

The average homeowner would pay $30 in Ontario and Rancho Cucamonga 
and $5 in the rest of the West End under a plan unveiled Friday to rescue.the 
Cucamonga Creek flood-control project. 

In addition to the one-time levy, major landowners near the Deer Creek 
leg of the project would stand ready to lend $1.9 million to make up the 
balance of the $5.9 million needed to ensure continued federal funding. 

City and county officials and developers met at Ontario City Hall to 
review the rough plan that will be presented to the county Board of Super- 
visors on Monday in a race against the clock. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers wants a commitment on the first $1.8 
million by Tuesday on the local share of funding before going ahead with the 
last $35 million in federal funds to finish the flood-control project, in which 


$100 million has already been invested. 


County Administrative Officer Robert Rigney called the plan an ‘“‘epte- 
making kind of a program”’ resulting from cooperation by the county, cities 


and major landowners. 


The plan has the informal support of the five West End-cities and Fontana, 
which together cover Zone 1 of the county Flood Control District. 
Some details of the plan remain to be ironed out, but government officials 


Upland council 
struggles with 


budget proposal

The Upland City Council struggled 
to make ends meet on a proposed 
$19.7 million budget with an es- 
timated 6.5 percent deficit during a 
special public hearing Monday. 

The budget, up from the $18.7 
million adopted for the 1980-81 fiscal 
year, has already been drawn four 
different times in an effort to keep 
up with the latest information filter- 
ing down from the state level, accor- 
ding to city Finance Director Tim 
Brown. 

‘“‘As it is, we're still guessing as to 
what the state will end up doing,” 


said Brown. ‘‘We've been trying to 
go on the best information 
available.”’ 


He said total revenue is estimated 
at $18.4 million, resulting in a $1.3 
million deficit. 

Some of the sources of revenue ex- 
periencing the largest cuts include 
property taxes, down almost 24 per- 
cent from $2,520,161 in 1980-81 to an 
estimated $1,923,446 in the proposed 
budget. Federal and state grants are 
expected to drop 4 percent and the 
city’s portion of state-shared 
revenues is expected to drop by 
more than $240,000 from last year’s 
figures. 

City department heads and coun- 
cil members struggled to cut cor- 
ners where possible. So far, they are 
planning on reducing the city staff of 
275 by only two people. And that, 
said Brown, will be done through at- 
trition, where individuals who leave 
or retire will not be replaced. 

“Right now, it doesn’t look as if 
anyone is*going to lose their job 
because of this,’ he said. 

There may be substantial reshuffl- 
ing, however. including some pay 
cuts for reclassified workers. 

The increased restraints on spen- 
ding come at a time when the city is 
growing, and many department 
heads bemoaned the threat of cut- 
backs when they said they need ad- 
ditional personnel just to keep up 
with the growing workload. 

One of the departments hardest 
hit has been general services, 
responsible for maintenance of the 
city’s sewers, streets and trees. 

According to the proposed budget, 
about eight staff members would be 
’ transferred from the department, 


many who would be transferred to 
the parks department to help care 
for the city’s growing recreational 
areas 

General Services Director Ken 
Hoover told the council the proposed 
cutbacks could result in serious con- 
sequences for the city. 

It would mean cutting back from 
three tree trimming teams to one, 
he said. Thus, the only trimming 
that could be done would be that 
needed for safety reasons, and prun- 
ing for the trees’ health and. other 
reasons would have to be bypassed. 

Mayor John McCarthy expressed 
concern with possible increased 
liability if the trees are not properly 
cared for, and Councilman Frank 
Carpenter said he wasn’t convinced 
the cutback would result in actual 
savings. 

‘For years we have dictated to 
developers to put trees in for ofr 
city,'’ he said, ‘“‘and now the es- 
timates run that we have more than 
57.000 

“We want one crew>of three men 
to take care of 575000 trees?’ 

Hoover also said there would be 
an additional 40 acres of parkways 
and ‘other city-owned land his 
department would be responsible 
for in the coming vear. 

He estimated it would take 
another 4.5 workers to be .able to 
maintain the almost 200 acres of 


land at the same level of quality as* 


in: past years. If his department 
were cut, it would be even more dif- 
ficult, he said. 

The national average for 
maintenance workers is about 4 to 5 
acres per man, according to Hoover 
He said the city is currently working 
at about 7-8 acres per man, and that 
would jump to 10 acres per man if 
the department was not increased. 

The council agreed to review the 
similar problem in the parks depart- 
ment at the next budget sessien 
June 22 and try to determine the 
best solution for both departments. 

At the next budget session the 
council will also review proposed 
changes in the police department. 

Requests for funds by local 
organizations will be reviewed in Ju- 
ly, after the state budget has been 
adopted and the city knows more 
specifically what will be the finan- 
cial picture. 


Budget of $12.9 million 
OK’d for Upland schools

The Upland School District board 
of trustees approved a tentative 
budget of $12.9 million Tuesday for 
the 1981-82 school year. 

The figure, showing only a 3 per- 
cent increase over last year’s 
budget, was developed in the 
shadow of the uncertain state 
budget, which is not yet completed. 


Superintendent George Renworth 
said the relatively small increase 
was made possible in part by declin- 
ing enrollment in the district. 

Attendance figures now at 5,906 
are expected to drop by about 140 
students next year, as the incoming 
kindergarten class is substantially 
smaller than the graduating eighth 
grade ciass. 

State funds are apportioned accor- 
ding to the district's average daily 
attendance (ADA). The decrease in 
‘funding, as a result of smaller 
classes, will be partially balanced 
by the state’s declining enrollment 
pgogram, which will channel 


another $165,000 to the district in the 


coming. year. 


The teaching staff will be reduced 


’ by about six members in response to 


the declining enrollment. Renworth 
said the. change would probably be 
made through attrition and 
transfers within the district, and 


that he did not anticipate any 


workers losing their jobs because of 
the cuts. 

Funding: for several federal 
programs, such as Project SELF 
and Project Future Print, was not 
included in the budget, due to an- 
ticipated cutbacks. Renworth said 


this did not necessarily mean the 


programs would be dropped, as 
meney may still be apprupriated. In 
addition, many materials for the 


programs have been purchased for _ 


past years, and may be reused. 

In all, officials anticipate a loss of 
roughly $55,000 in federal funds, and 
another $10,000 in scattered ac- 
counts. Expenditures should 
decrease by about $45,000, they say, 


largely because of declining pe 


ment.

Al Reid, assistant county administrative officer, said city managers in the 
West End recommended the assessment program to raise $4 million.

Property owners in Ontario and Rancho Cucamonga would pay a higher 
rate because their cities will receive a more direct benefit from construc- 
tion of the Deer Creek leg. 

Reid said, ‘‘The private sector would have to raise the remaining $1.9

state law preventing more county loans to the Flood Control District keep 
the county from picking up the tab without an assured method of repayment 
by June 30, 1982, the end of next fiscal year, to balance the books. * 

The money for the Cucamonga Creek flood-control project was originally 
intended to come from assessments imposed last -year but repealed by the 
Board of Supervisors after protests by owners of large holdings of 
agricultural and vacant land. 

A variety of arrangements will be considéred under which the major lan- 
downers would make the $1.9 million available. 

Maggie O’Donnell is an assistant to Ralph Lewis of Lewis Homes, one of 
the major landowners. Lewis chaired the. committee meetings in the past 
week, ee O’Donnell Friday explained the role of developers in the finan- 
cing plan. 

By the end of March 1982, major landowners will make interim financing 
available, possibly through letters of credit upon which the county Flood 
Control District could draw the $1.9 million, she said. 

She said, ‘‘The district has agreed to use the landowner credit last, if it j is 
necessary to use it at all, and to repay it within a five-year period.”’ 

Joe Dilorio, a partner in the R.C. Land Co., said his firm, Lewis Homes 
and Daon Corp. are the three major landowners so far committed to the 
agreement on $1.9 million.

Hollywood comes to Upland with film’s premiere

It had all the trappings of a Hollywood opening. 
A flashy press release, heralding the film ‘“‘Upland residents have been 
waiting more than than a year to see,’ and warning that officers from the 


city police department would be on hand to ‘‘control the huge crowd”’ ex- 
pected. 


Handbills scattered throughout town. A couple of well-placed signs 


A chosen few even received formal invitations written in script on formal 
white cards. 


Never mind that the ‘‘world premier’ took place in the multipurpose 
room of the Upland Public Library, or that the ‘‘huge crowd’’ consisted of 
about 40 friends and relatives of the filmmaker and the construction crew 
that starred in the epic. 

It was David Harwich’s way of introducing the project he spent more than 
three years working on. 

“IT figured I deserved it,’’ said the 25-year-old director-producer-editor. 


“Tf I had known at the beginning the film would take that long, I would have 
never gotten into it.”’ 


Harwich, now a student at Chaffey College, received his first movie: 
camera at age 12. His first films were of his family and neighborhood on 


| Vallejo Way in Upland. He’d show them on his garage walls to anyone who | 
would ‘watch. 


‘T put a lot of those early movies together and called it ;The Vallejo Film 
Festival,’ hé said with a smile. ‘The neighbors really got a kick out of it.’ 


He’s made other films as well — ‘‘The Evils of Gambling,’ which 
featured a fight scene choreographed by Harwich and acted by sixth graders 
from a local school; ‘“The Hippie and the Girls,”’ starring his grandmother 
and three other 80-year-old women and Harwich in the role of the hippie. 


“T even had to make a jump out of a plane for that one,”’ he recalled. ‘ 
cost $40 to rent the plane and make the dive down at Elsinore. 


“‘My dad stood on the ground and did the filming.” 


His: most recent production — and most extensive — chronicles the 


] building of three homes on 17th Street near his house. It is entitled ‘‘The 


Making of 17th.” 


He started filming nm January ot 1978. At first, there were no plans to 
make it into a major project, but Harwich liked the way it was going. He 
decided to film the houses to their completion.

The camera carefully documents the laying of a cement slab, framing and 
all the steps taken in building a house. Harwich has scored it to music using

Harwich’'s audience at the opening night was enthusiastically supportive. 
He said he received ‘‘nothing but cooperation’’ from the workers throughout 
the filming, and they appeared to enjoy watching themselves. in the finished 
product. 


As with most movies, ‘“‘The Making of 17th’’ ran both overbudget and 
overtime. Harwich estimates it cost him about $1,000 to produce {much of 
which came in the form of camera repairs when his tripod fell over one day) 
and more than three years. 


“They said the last house, that I filmed in fast motion, would take about! 
three months to complete,’’ he said shaking his head. “It actually took more 
than a year.” Has 


Harwich budgeted his shots carefully, filming a total of about 40 minutes 
for the 32-minute movie. 


“I didn’t even know those characters (the construction workers) when I 
started. I sure do now. 


“They really caught me one time — they all turned around and pulled: 
their pants down,”’ he said. ‘‘I had to edit that part out.’ 


There were times he filmed with the camera under an umbrella in the 
pouring rain, and late into the evening when the light was barely adequate. 
But in January of this year, the building, landscaping and final touches were 
finally completed, and so was the filming. haa 

He got some of the sound effects he needed by traveling to other coniteaeal 
tion sites throughout the West End, and by making his own and doing the 
final mixing. 


Now Harwich is going to try to get as many people to see the film as possi 
ble, in the hopes ‘‘the right person’ * might see it — and be impressed.

Meanwhile, he’s doing some tree-lance photography work and takings

“I’m not interested in going into any ot those fields, but I've already taken® 
all their film and photo courses,” he said. 


Harwich is already planning his next project, a film that takes an amusing

his formal report and declined to comment. ‘‘I'm feally 
not in a position to even acknowledge I did an inspec- 
tion,”’ he said. “It would be pretty well priviledged infor- 
mation.” 

Fryman said the local humane society will not close its 
doors; AHA membership is not a requirement. She said 
the association was one of about six professional 
organizations the local humane society is affiliated with. 

“You don’t need membership in any of these 
organizations,’’ she said. She said kennel conditions are 
well within state standards, which require dogs have 
room ‘‘to stand up, lie down and sit down.” 

Fryman denied the humane society’s membership 
plaque was pulled for lack of sanitation. ‘‘There was no 
comment from them on sanitation that we know of. I 
don’t think, in all fairness, he could file anything saying 
it wasn’t sanitary. If it was, half the dogs would be 
dead.” 

“He didn’t find any unhealthy dogs whatever,” 
Fryman said. ‘‘He thought we should be carrying less but 
then we'd have to put more dogs to sleep.” 

The local kennels were designed to hold up to 10 dogs, 
according to Fryman. ‘‘We'’ve never, ever put 10 dogs in 
one of those kennels.” 

She said a common practice locally is to keep two 
large dogs, three medium sized dogs or six small dogs in 
one kennel. The exceptions are quarantined dogs and 
dogs privately boarded, which receive single kennels, 
she added 

‘It’s our thought as long as the dogs are healthy and 
you don’t have disease in your kennel, why should you 
take somebody else’s word for the kennel,” Fryman 
said 


She said to comply with AHA standards, she would ° 


have to decrease the number of dogs kept: for adoptions 
by putting some to sleep. She said her policy is to keep 
the dogs alive and eligible for adoption as long as possi- 
ble. 

“T know they can’t compel us to.conform to what their 
standards are. Our standards are what work for us,” she 
said. ‘‘When you say these are too many or these are too 
few, that’s a personal opinion.” 

‘It was not an inspection that we didn’t invite; we con- 
tacted American Humane,”’ she said. 

‘Chaffey has been the target, for a number of years, of 
a number of people in the community who disagree with 
the board’s procedures,”’ she said. 

She said complaints kept piling up until ‘‘we asked for 
American Humane intervention here.”

Miner ordered not to use road 


By SCOTT RECKARD 
Staff Writer 

The U.S. Forest Service won the first round of its court 
battle against tungsten miner Ron Curtis Thursday when 
a judge granted a temporary restraining order barring 
Curtis from using an access road to his mine. 

The miner was ruled to have violated the terms of his 
special-use permit for the road, which runs from Cow 
Canyon Saddle above Mt. Baldy Village to Cattle Canyon 
west of the village 

Arguments for a preliminary restraining order will be 
heard June 15, Curtis said. The miner said he will contest 
the reasonableness of restrictions in his permit, which 
allows him no use of the road during April, May or June 


Curtis won the right to use the road the other nine 
months last year in what was seen as a compromise with 
environmentalists. The three months were put off-limits 
because bighorn sheep use areas near the road to give 
birth to lambs in the spring. 


Curtis was supposed to have had mine access during 
those months over another road that winds up canyon 
bottoms to his claim beneath Mt. Baldy. But the lower 
road, Curtis’ only mine access for many years, crosses 
private property. Curtis is being sued by the landowner 
for trespassing 


The miner forced the issue into court Monday when he 
cut open the gates to the upper road and drove a mine 
truck onto Forest Service land. He was cited at that time 
by a ranger 


Don Stikkers, the district ranger, has produced a re- 
cent U.S. Court of Appeals decision permitting the 
Forest Service to ‘‘adopt reasonable rules and 
regulations which do not impermissably encroach upon 
the right to the use and enjoyment of placer claims for 
mining purposes.” 


Stikkers also said that the bighorn sheep are a national 
resource that must be protected. Study of them must 
take priority over use of the mining road until the effect 
of contact with mine vehicles in the spring is deter- 
mined, he said

Chaffey trustees OK agreement Nearly $17 million budget 
with Lockheed for new program OK'd by Omnitrans board. 


By BRUCE THORNTON 
Staff Writer 

The Omnitrans board of directors 
approved a budget for fiscal 1981-82 
of almost $17 million at a regular 
meeting last week in San 
Bernardino. 

The budget, as submitted by 
Director of Accounting Vincent P. 
Murone, amounted to $16,944,008. 
But directors decided to hire an 
equipment mechanic they said was 
needed to keep automatic lifts on 
buses working, adding slightly more 
than $16,000 to the budget. 

The new budget totals $15,402 less 
than the 1980-81 budget of 
$16,959,410. 


Chaffey College trustees finally approved an agree- 
ment last week with Lockheed Aircraft Service Co. 
of Ontario that would provide aeronautics training for 
Royal Malaysian Air Force technicians. 

The agreement was approved on a 3-1 vote with Sandra 
Garner casting the dissenting vote. Sharon King-Jeffers 
was absent. 

The board had postponed action on the matter to allow 
county counsel to review the agreement between Chaffey 
and Lockheed. 

With the approval, Lockheed officials are now looking 
at Sept. 1 instead of July 1 for the start of the multi-year 
program. 

Earle Hamley, director of the program for Lockheed, 
said ‘‘we are still pursuing the final contract with the 
government of Malaysia.” 

Hamley wouldn't speculate on when the Malaysians 
could approve the contract. But interim

Landscape design exhibit 


An idea for an exhibit of a collection of Cal Poly 
Pomona students’ design projecsts in the University 
Union Gallery led to sponsorship of a landscape design 
project on campus. : 

Former gallery manager John Maynard's plans for the 
exhibit of the work of students in the landscape architec- 
ture department, in 1979, was followed by a proposal to 
the department to offer the Union and its environs as a 
design problem for one of its classes. The design request 
was to develop landscape layouts that would suggest 
spaces or areas for sculpture in various settings around 
the Union. 

Cash awards were offered as an incentive to students 
presenting the most successful solutions to the problem 
statement. Of the 45 designs submitted, five were 
selected for the awards. Changes proposed in the Gallery 
area included installation of bench seating, planting box- 
es, and location of scuptural displays. Other features in- 
cluded the addition of a retaining wall with a relief 
design at the Union entrance, redesign of some 
pathways, and free standing curvilinear seating units 
with areas for sculptural display ; 

The project was continued during the following 
academic quarter, with the winning designers agreeing 
to develop one comprehensive design using the best

elements from each plan. The Union professional staff 
and the university planning officer worked with the 
students on developing a unified plan which, in addition 
to creativity, met the Union's needs of feasibility, 
modest cost, and the ability to be completed in stages.

applied for a Cal Poly Kellogg Unit Foundation Grant 
that would provide construction costs for a small portion 
of the total design. The grant, in the amount $2,750, was 
awarded in May 1980, and is financing the material costs 
for the construction of one of the seating units in the 
patio area. Construction of the unit has become another 
class project through the Environmental Design 
program. A landscape design construction class will 
prepare the design’s workin g drawings and will build the 
seating unit, under the direction of Chester Volski.

He said farmers in the Central 
Valley receiving federal water. are 
charged $3.50 to $7 an acre-foot 
(326,000 gallons). Farmers in the 
same region receiving State Water 
Project water pay $30 an acre-foot. 


State and federal water going to the 
Central Valley is comingled near 
Los Banos in Northern California 
and pumped the same distance, 
Ayala noted. 


Farmers in the Imperial VaHey 
getting federal water by the 
American Canal pay $17 an acre- 
foot, a figure also well below costs, 
Ayala said. 


Ayala authored a joint resolution 
of the state Legislature three years 
ago calling for changes in the 
federal statute, but he noted 
farmers were displeased that same

world contains 
‘good news’ too

On a TV advertisement, the newsman says, ‘‘It’s all 
bad news today George!”’ It appears he is about right. 
Everywhere we look, everything we hear seems to speak 
of bad news! Death, unhappy families, wars, economic 
problems, and on and on. The problems never seem to 
stop! Sin has filled our world with corruption and hatred, 
with suspicion and fear, with emptiness and sorrow, with 
uncertainty and often an uneasy sense of hopelessness or 
lack of purpose. 

However, regardless of everything else you may have 
seen on TV lately, or read in the papers and magazines, 
have you heard the good news? There still is real hope 
for us, both for today and the future, because the good 
news is — “God loves you anyway!”’ In spite of all you 
may have understood, God really has promised 
something wonderful for us, plus He wants us to live with 
Him, forever! Scripture tells us that ‘‘God so loved the 
world, that He gave His only begotten Son (Jesus), that 
whoever believes in Him should not perish, but have 
eternal life.” 

Many people do not know of God's love, and thus are 
not experiencing His ‘‘abundant life.’’ But the good news 
is, that anyone can! God loves each of us, even though sin 
has separated us from Him. What does Scripture mean 
when it speaks of sin? ‘‘Everyone who practices sin also 
practices lawlessness; and sin is lawlessness (not 
keeping the Word/commandments of God).’’ Also, “... 
whatever is not from faith is sin.’’ Scripture also warns 
us of sin’s consequences: ‘‘For the wages of sin is death 
(spiritual separation from God).’’ And, ‘‘we shall all 
stand before the judgment seat of God, so then each one 
of us shall give account of himself to God.” 

Now, I grant you this is not the good news we so 
desperately want to hear! But, did you know that God 
has done something so that we may have eternal life 
anyway, and be with Him forever? Tot hear something 
like that ought to be welcomed as very good news. What 
we discover is that ‘‘God demonstrated His love toward 
us, in that while we were yet sinners, Christ died for us’”’ 
to take our judgment on Himself! Now, “if you confess 
with your mouth Jesus as Lord, and believe in your heart 
that God raised Him from the dead, you shall be saved 
(freed from judgment on your sin and given eternal 
life)!’ When one really understands the significance of 
this, and accepts it for himself, then the really good news 
is that God wili save us when we receive His Son, Jesus 
Christ as our own Savior and Lord! 

So, there is some good news today after all! The first 
bit is that we can know of God's love today, right now. 
You and I can receive God's abundant life, right now. 
And we can be guaranteed, right now, a place with God 
forever. How can I be so sure? That’s even more good 
news, because God Himself says so! ‘‘These things I 
have written unto you who believe in the Name of the Son 
of God, in order that you may know that you have eternal 
life.”” 

There are a lot of discouraging and downright bad 
news items that hit us hard every day. But, it is not atl 
distressing. As a matter of fact, there is some downright 
good news. I pray that no one will overlook or miss it!

In an era of jet - propelled trans- 

portation and affordable airline

And while a good percentage of 
them refuse to fly at any time, many

What kind of traumatic incidents 

*could prompt such phobic 
reactions? 
“The fear is not precipitated by 
validatable experiences,’’ says 
« Capt. T.W. “‘Slim’’ Cummings, a 
- retired pilot and Fearful Flyers 

instructor for Pan American World 
, Airways. 

“The fear is a specter, a ghost. 
But fear is acquisitive. Once it 
implants itself, it spreads like 
weeds. 

Four and a half years ago, 
Cummings began teaching Fearful 
Flyers seminars in major cities 
across the country. 

bk In six two and one - half - hour 
sessions, Cummings strives to 
squash his students’ fears through 

; films, question - and - answer 
periods and visits to control towers 
and cockpits. He also teaches them 
how to use relaxation techniques. 

More than 1,500 former Fearful 
Flyers have been successfully 
conditioned for flights on graduation 
day. , 

Recently, Valerie Stevens 

‘ enrolled in a Los Angeles Fearful 

Flyers class. It cost her $138. 

Stevens traced her fear of both 
flying and driving the freeways to 

: ‘the day she gave birth to a daughter. 

“Tf I can lick the fear of flying, the 

- rest will be a breeze,” Stevens said 
while rubbing her sweaty palms 
together. 

She and 94 fellow ‘‘FFs’’ were 

* attending their final class before 
= taking a graduation flight the next 

» day. 

» Cummings stood at the front of 
» the room and fielded last - minute 
« questions from the audience. 

“Should we buy insurance?’’ one 
voice yelled out. The question met 

with nervous laughter. 

» ‘‘How many of you -have 
> butterflies in your stomach right 
* now?’ Cummings asked. Three - 
fourths of the class raised their 
hands. 

Cummings assured them they 
were not stupid nor would they 
make ‘fools of themselves. 

‘Tomorrow is opportunity day,” 
he said, scanning the audience with 
intense, blue eyes. ‘ 

The room became reverently 
* silent.

At the mention of her FF 
graduation flight — only hours away 
— Stevens grew agitated. 

“T’m viewing it as a celebration 
and expect to keep going forward, 
one step at a time.”’ 

“Once you gain momentum, don’t 
stop,’ Cummings told his students 
after showing a film titled “In 
Celebration of Flight.’’ 

The lights dimmed and Cummings 
proceeded to lead the class through 
a relaxation exercise, one they 
would repeat before take-off the 
next day. 

“Put your hand in your lap, wiggle 
your fanny into the seat, close your 
eyes and breath deeply,’’ the 
congenial voice commanded. 

“As you-exhale, let go of your 
tensions. Just think of becoming as 
comfortable and passive as possible. 
Turn inward to your own strength.”’ 

Verbally, Cummings painted the 
picture of an imaginary flight about 
to be embarked upon. 

“Visualize your walk toward the 
aircraft door with feelings of 
nervousness and excitement mixed 
together. Accept those feelings. 
Don’t try to sort them out. You are 
birthing freedom.” 

Before disturbing the alpha state, 
Cummings makes a post - hypnotic 
suggestion. 

“Tonight you'll be able to sleep 
soundly. Enjoy food before the 
flight:’’ 

The next afternoon, 82 out of 94 
registered FFs boarded Pan Am’s 
747 Jet Clipper for a round-trip flight 
to San Francisco. 

“I’ve been munching all day,” 
Stevens eagerly told a traveling 
eompanion. “And usually I hardly 
sleep a wink before flights, but last 
night the minute I hit the pillow I 
was out.”’ 

Cummings’ omnipresent voice 
suddenly resounded throughout the 
plane’s intercom system. _ 

“Take three deep breaths,” he 
instructed. ‘“Remember, if you’re 
relaxed, you can’t be fearful.” 

As the jet accelerated for takeoff, 
hands anxiously groped hands 
across the aisles. 

Sporadic sobs and heavy sighs of 
relief gave way to spontaneous 
applause once the jet became 
airborne. 

“It’s really a great sensation,” 
Stevens said aloud, beaming with 
pride. ‘‘My hands are drying out and 
everything.” 

At 35,000 feet, Stevens gazed out 
an airplane window for the very 
first time. 

“This is great!’’ she said, 
admiring the coastal topography. 

Classmates freely circulated 
through the plane, heartily 
congratulating one another. 

I never saw so many smiles,” 
Stevens remarked, grinning. 


One hour later in San Francisco, 
82 FFFs (now known as Former 
Fearful Flyers) jubilantly toasted’ 
each other with champagne.

If you are shopping for 
thread, hold the scrap of 
fabric in your hand and 
slide it along the thread 
spools watching for that 
perfect match.

Just remember 
that thread will stitch in a 
tad: lighter than it appears 
on ‘the spool. When color 
matching, if you have 
doubts, carry the items toa 
front window where you can 

‘ look at them in a different

They're one of the most unusual stunt pilot teams in the air, but Art Scholl of Rial- 
to and his dog Aileron are the best of flying friends. 

Art's specialty is aerobatics — stunt flying — and it keeps him in constant demand 
for air shows and movies. 

He was nine years on the United States Aerobatics Team and won the United 
States National and International Aerobatic Championships in 1974. 

His production company is kept busy year-round filming hair-raising airplane 
stunts for television shows like ‘‘CHiPs,”’ ‘‘That’s Incredible” and ‘‘The Incredible 
Hulk,’ or for movies like ‘‘The Great Waldo Pepper’ and ‘‘Capricorn One.”’ 

The key to being a good stunt pilot is staying calm and being able to keep your ori- 
entation, according to Art. ‘You must always know where you are. You can at no 
time lose orientation. You should be able to close your eyes, do a roll and know where 
you are. 

A tumbling triple somersault manuever in Art’s ‘‘Super Chipmunk’’ airplane 
draws sighs of astonishment from most people but it’s a common sight to Aileron. 

In fact, Aileron is often Art’s co-pilot. 

Whenever Art is performing stunts for an air show, teaching an aerobatics class or 
filming a stunt Aileron is bound to be nearby. 

Recently, she became the first known sky-diving dog, making a jump witha United 
States Army ‘Golden Knight’ paratrooper. 

‘‘She’s a real ham. She just loves flying, she likes the wind,”’ Art said. He said she 
often wears a small aviator’s cap with earphones when she flies with him. ‘‘As soon 
as we get on the ground she goes out on the wing. I hope she doesn't do it before I 
land.”’

Grandparenting 
‘Keeping in touch with delightful kingdom’ 


“‘The world of children is 
fascinating and entrancing, and 
adults who go through life without 
ever entering it are missing a great 
deal.

As you 
Srow older, your grandchild will 
help you grow younger at the same 
time, by keeping you in touch with 
the delightful kingdom of the 
young.’’

A how-to book on being a grand- 
parent? Come on, Dr. Dodson. 

‘‘Grandparents have been 
virtually ignored in our society,” 
explained psychologist Fitzhugh 
Dodson during an interview. ‘‘They 
have been cast only in the role of 
baby sitters and, unfortunately, they 
have accepted this role. I think it’s a 
great shame because grandparents 
have an enormous amount to give to 
their grandchildren. "’ 

In his most recent book, ‘“‘How To 
Grandparent,’ Dodson cites some 
distressing statistics showing why 
American families have a greater 
need than in the past to embrace 
grandparents into their lives: 

— One out of every eight children 
in the United States now lives in a 
single-parent home. 

— In 1976, approximately 2.5 
million children experienced the 
psychological shock of the breakup 
of their families through separation 
or divorce. compared with only 


600,000 children experiencing broken‘ 


homes 15 years earlier 

— Only 7 percent of the American 
population lives in what is often 
thought to be the typical American 
family — one with a breadwinner 
father, a homemaker mother and 

Dodson, in private psychology 
practice in Redondo Beach, said it 
was common a few years ago for 
parents, children and grandparents 
— the ‘extended family” — to live 
under one roof 

The demise of the old-fashioned 
extended family came about largely 
because of the intolerable stress of 
three generations living under the 
same roof, he theorized. And, as 
increasing numbers of American 
parents moved out of extended- 
family homes and into homes of 
their own, the importance of 


grandparents began to decline. 

Dodson proposes what he terms 
“the new extended family” where 
the three generations live and work 
harmoniously but not under the 
same roof. Sometimes, not even in 
the same state. 

“I proposed it because of the 
deficiencies of the isolated nuclear 
family where you just have parents 
and children. ‘The nuclear family is 
not a very strong family today,” 
with almost one-half of marriages 
ending in divorce. 

In this new three-generational 
atmosphere, Dodson sees grand- 
parents, parents and their children 
all learning from each other, 
nurturing each other, protecting 
each other from a society whose 
members are increasingly isolated 
from one another. 

Dodson has some ideas about long- 
distance grandparenting that could 
apply as well to caring California 
aunts and uncles who year to 
develop a closer relationship with 
the enchanting 15-month-old nephéw 
they met for the first time when 
they went back East for Christmas. 

“You can send postcards because 
children get little mail. Or you can 
use a tape cassette. The advantage 
here is your grandchild or nephew 
can hear your voice. And you can 
send little surprise gifts so that he’ll 
never know when he might get a gift 
from you which keeps him or her 
thinking about you. 

‘And certainly by the time the 
youngster is 8 or 9 the parents can 
send him on a jetliner back to visit 
you in the summer. And this is a real 
thrill for a youngster. 

“We have just barely begun to tap 
the great positive influence that 
grandparents can have on grand-

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He describes the new extended 
family as a two-way Street, helping 
the grandparent as well. 

“Successful aging seems to 
depend upon having interests which 
really fascinate you and keep you 
alive and kicking. What more 
fascinating thing can you have than 
a growing grandchild?” 

Dodson said ‘‘doing what comes 
naturally’’ doesn’t automatically 
result in being an effective 
grandparent. He adds that 
knowledge of psychological 
development from birth to age 21 is

vital in order to become effective 
parents and grandparents. 

Dodson addresses a number of 
other areas in today’s society as 
evidence of the need for more 
enlightened grandparents. These 
include a growing generation of 
more sophisticated children, dealing 
with their divorced daughter who, in 
addition to having custody of the 
children, now is sharing her queen- 
size bed with a boyfriend, and the 
delicate issue of being a step-grand- 
parent to that 4-year-old stranger 
your son’s new wife brought with 
her to the recent marriage. 

“What we have is a very fast- 
moving, fast-changing society in 
America with a lot of new behaviors 
which are being reluctantly 
accepted by either parents or 
grandparents. And which, 
previously, would not have been 
accepted at all. In some families 
these new behaviors and the feelings 
about them need to be talked out by 
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both parents and grandparents. And 
this is precisely one of the things the 
new extended family is designed to 
do. 

“Everybody is familiar with the 
phrase ‘generation gap,’ referring to 
the difficulties in communication 
between parents and their teen- 
agers. But few people speak of the 
other very important ‘generation 
gap’ that exists — the one between 
grandparents and parents. 

‘Where there should be an easy 
and fruitful contribution of 
grandparents to the raising of 
grandchildren, all too often we find 
only alienation and suspicion on both 
sides. 

‘Grandparents may feel that 
parents shut them out from a health 
enjoyment of their grandchildren. 
Parents may believe that 
grandparents are interfering with 
the raising of their children. Both 
sides need help in bridging this 
gap,” Dodson adds.

The addition of the four positions 
is the result of an extended study 
based upon the recommendation of 
Chief Charles Lines in April 1980 
that the department be reorganized 
as a part of the current year’s bud- 
get process 

The four positions will be filled 
through closed promotional exami- 
nations within the’department, ac- 
cording to Maureen Stapleton, city 
personnel officer. In addition, open- 
ings in the department which result 
from promotions will be filled by in- 
house promotions through examina- 
tions 

The four new positions are ex- 
pected to be filled by mid-June. 

‘The Claremont Police Depart- 
ment is recruiting additional offi- 
cers to replace those who are 
promoted, Stapleton said. Compet- 
itive open examinations will be held 


probably be employed by Aug. 1, 
through the city’s Personnel Depart- 
ment 

The increased cost, about $198,- 
000, was included in the 1980-81 bud- 
get, Stapleton explained. But the 
additions have been delayed until 
the completion of the police study 

A report submitted jointly by 
Lines and City Manager Len Wood 
has received strong support from 
City Council members. 

The police study included data re- 
garding the department operations 
which identified two major problem 
areas. 

The first of these, Wood said, was 
a high response time for emergency 
calls. The study indicated the re- 
sponse time for this type of call in 
surrounding police agencies was 
substantially lower than what is now 
experienced in Claremont. 

Conversely, Wood noted, there 
has been a lack of supervision within 
the station when the sergeant’s 
presence is required in the field.

phase of the Chino Commu- 
nity Park whose construc- 
tion is scheduled to begin in 
August. 

The initial improvement 
also will include a tot lot, 
restrooms, a 180-stall park- 
ing lot, a concession facili- 
ty, open space and 
peripheral landscaping, 
said Glen Rojas, parks and 
recreation director. 

He estimated the cost of 
developing the first phase 
— 15 acres of the 40-acre 
site — at $900,000. Most of 
the funds will come from 
state and federal grants. 
When completed, the park 
cost will be about $3 mil- 
lion. 

The park site at Central 
and Edison avenues is 
owned by the California In- 
stitution for Men. Since the 
‘land is not used, the state 
Department of Corrections 
agreed to lease it to the city 
for $1 a year for a park that 
will serve as a buffer be- 
tween the prison and the 
community.
